Hybrid  Synergy  Drive  System 


The  Hybrid  Synergy  Drive  System  utilizes  a  computer 
controlled  gasoline  engine  and  electric  motor  to 
provide  the  most  efficient  combination  of  power  for 
the  vehicle.  To  conserve  energy,  when  the  brakes 
are  applied,  braking  force  generates  electricity 
which  is  then  sent  to  the  traction  battery.  In 
addition,  the  engine  shuts  off  when  the  vehicle  is 
stopped.  The  benefits  are  better  fuel  economy, 
reduced  vehicle  emissions  and  improved 
performance. 

Note:  Fuel  consumption  and  energy  information 
of  the  Hybrid  System  are  shown  on  the 
multi-information  display.  Refer  to  this 
screen  for  important  driving  information 
and  feedback  to  maximize  energy 
use/creation  and  conserve  fuel. 


Tips  for  improved  fuel  economy 


-Ensure  tire  pressures  are  maintained  at  levels 
specified  in  the  Owner's  Manual. 

-If  possible,  link  trips  to  reduce  engine  cold  starts. 
-Avoid  driving  at  speeds  that  are  higher  than 
necessary,  especially  on  the  highway. 

-When  possible,  avoid  sudden  stops  to  maximize 
regenerative  braking  energy. 

-Minimize  use  of  the  Air  Conditioning.

Unwanted  noise  may  occur  in  the  reception  of  the  mobile  two-way 
radio. 


|  Scrapping  of  your  Toyota 

The  SRS  airbag  and  seat  belt  pretensioner  devices  in  your  Toyota 
contain  explosive  chemicals.  If  the  vehicle  is  scrapped  with  the  air¬ 
bags  and  seat  belt  pretensioners  left  as  they  are,  this  may  cause  an 
accident  such  as  fire.  Be  sure  to  have  the  systems  of  the  SRS  airbag 
and  seat  belt  pretensioner  removed  and  disposed  of  by  a  qualified 
service  shop  or  by  your  Toyota  dealer  before  you  scrap  your  vehicle.

If  your  vehicle  is  disposed  of  without  the  hybrid  battery  having  been 
removed,  there  is  a  danger  of  serious  electric  shock  if  high  voltage  parts, 
cables  and  their  connectors  are  touched.  In  the  event  of  that  your  vehicle 
must  be  disposed  of,  the  hybrid  battery  must  be  disposed  of  your  Toyota 
dealer  or  a  qualified  service  shop.  If  the  hybrid  battery  is  not  disposed  of 
properly,  they  may  cause  electric  shock  that  can  result  in  death  or  serious 
injury.

Hybrid  system 


Your  vehicle  is  a  hybrid  vehicle.  It  has  characteristics  different  from 
conventional  vehicles.  Be  sure  you  are  closely  familiar  with  the  char¬ 
acteristics  of  your  vehicle,  and  operate  with  care. 

The  hybrid  system  combines  a  gasoline  engine  and  an  electric 
motor  (traction  motor)  according  to  driving  conditions,  improving 
fuel  efficiency  and  reducing  exhaust  emissions.

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1-1.  Hybrid  system 


n  When  stopped/during  take-off 

The  gasoline  engine  stops  when  the  vehicle  is  stopped.  During 
take-off,  the  electric  motor  (traction  motor)  drives  the  vehicle.  At 
slow  speeds  or  when  traveling  down  a  gentle  slope,  the  engine 
is  stopped  and  the  motor  is  used. 

n  During  normal  driving 

The  gasoline  engine  is  predominantly  used.  The  electric  motor 
(traction  motor)  charges  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  as 
necessary. 

n  When  accelerating  sharply 

The  power  of  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  is  added  via 
electric  motor  (traction  motor)  to  that  of  the  gasoline  engine. 

n  When  braking  (Regenerative  brake) 

The  electric  motor  (traction  motor)  charges  the  hybrid  battery 
(traction  battery).

n  Regenerative  braking 

The  motor  generator  converts  kinetic  energy  to  electric  energy  when: 

1  The  accelerator  pedal  is  released. 

1  The  brake  pedal  is  depressed  with  the  shift  lever  in  “D”  or  “B”. 

n  Conditions  in  which  the  gasoline  engine  may  not  stop 

The  gasoline  engine  starts  and  stops  automatically.  However,  it  may  not  stop 
automatically  in  the  following  conditions: 

1  The  gasoline  engine  is  warming  up. 

1  The  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  is  being  charged. 

1  The  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  temperature  is  low  or  high.

n  Charging  the  battery 

1  As  the  gasoline  engine  charges  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery),  the 
battery  does  not  need  to  be  charged  from  an  outside  source.  However,  if 
the  vehicle  is  left  parked  for  a  long  time  the  hybrid  battery  will  slowly  dis¬ 
charge.  For  this  reason,  be  sure  to  drive  the  vehicle  at  least  once  every 
several  months  for  at  least  30  minutes  or  10  miles  (16  km).  If  the  hybrid 
battery  becomes  fully  discharged  and  you  are  unable  to  jump-start  the 
vehicle  with  the  12  volt  battery,  contact  your  Toyota  dealer. 

1  If  the  shift  lever  is  in  “N”,  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  will  not  be 
charged.  When  driving  in  heavy  traffic,  operate  the  vehicle  with  the  shift 
lever  in  “D”  to  avoid  discharging  the  battery. 

n  After  the  12  volt  battery  has  discharged  or  has  been  changed  or 
removed 

The  gasoline  engine  may  not  stop  even  if  the  vehicle  is  running  on  the  hybrid 
battery  (traction  battery).  If  this  continues  for  a  few  days,  contact  your  Toyota 
dealer.

n  Sounds  and  vibrations  specific  to  a  hybrid  vehicle 


There  may  be  no  engine  sounds  or  vibration  even  though  the  vehicle  is  able 
to  move.  Always  put  the  shift  lever  in  “P”  when  parked. 

The  following  sounds  or  vibrations  may  occur  when  the  hybrid  system  is 
operating,  and  are  not  a  malfunction. 

1  Motor  sounds  may  be  heard  from  the  engine  compartment. 
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1  Sounds  may  be  heard  from  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  behind 
the  rear  seat  when  the  hybrid  system  starts  or  stops. 


1  Sounds  from  the  hybrid  system  may  be  heard  when  the  back  door  lid  is 
open. 


1  Sounds  may  be  heard  from  the  transmission  when  the  hybrid  system 
starts  or  stops. 


1  Engine  sounds  may  be  heard  when  accelerating  sharply. 


1  Sounds  may  be  heard  from  the  regenerative  brake  when  you  press  the 
brake  pedal. 


1  Vibration  may  be  felt  when  the  gasoline  engine  starts  or  stops. 

1  You  may  hear  cooling  fan  sounds  coming  from  the  air  intake  vents  behind 
the  rear  seat. 


n  Maintenance,  repair,  recycling,  and  disposal 

Contact  your  Toyota  dealer  regarding  maintenance,  repair,  recycling  and  dis¬ 
posal.  Do  not  dispose  of  the  vehicle  yourself.

The  emergency  shut  off  system  blocks  off  the  high  voltage  current 
and  stops  the  fuel  pump  to  minimize  the  risk  of  electrocution  and  fuel 
leakage  when  a  certain  level  of  impact  is  detected  by  the  impact  sen¬ 
sor.  If  the  emergency  shut  off  system  activates,  your  vehicle  will  not 
restart.  To  restart  the  hybrid  system,  contact  your  Toyota  dealer.

1  The  hybrid  system  will  become  hot  after  starting  as  the  system  uses  high 
voltage.  Be  careful  of  both  the  high  voltage  and  the  high  temperature,  and 
always  obey  the  caution  labels  attached  to  the  vehicle. 

1  Never  try  to  open  the  service  plug  access  hole  located  in  the  luggage  com¬ 
partment.  The  service  plug  is  used  only  when  the  vehicle  is  serviced  and  is 
subject  to  high  voltage. 

n  Nickel-metal  hydride  battery 

Your  vehicle  contains  a  sealed  nickel-metal  hydride  battery.  If  disposed  of 
improperly,  it  is  hazardous  to  the  environment  and  there  is  a  risk  of  severe 
burns  and  electrical  shock  that  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

n  Emergency  shut  off  system 

1  Carefully  check  to  see  if  there  are  exposed  high  voltage  parts  or  cables. 
Never  touch  the  parts  or  cables.  (— »P.  26) 

1  Carefully  inspect  the  ground  under  the  vehicle.  If  you  find  that  liquid  has 
leaked  onto  the  ground,  the  fuel  system  may  have  been  damaged.  Leave 
the  vehicle  as  soon  as  possible.

n  Road  accident  cautions 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  reduce  the  risk  of  injury. 

1  Pull  your  vehicle  off  the  road,  put  the  shift  lever  in  “P”,  apply  the  parking 
brake,  turn  the  hybrid  system  off. 

1  Do  not  touch  the  high  voltage  parts,  cables  and  connectors. 

1  If  electric  wires  are  exposed  inside  or  outside  your  vehicle,  an  electric 
shock  may  occur.  Never  touch  exposed  electric  wires. 

1  If  a  fluid  leak  occurs,  do  not  touch  it  as  it  may  be  strong  alkaline  electrolyte 
from  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery).  If  it  comes  into  contact  with  your 
skin  or  eyes,  wash  it  off  immediately  with  a  large  amount  of  water  or  if  pos¬ 
sible,  boric  acid  solution.  Seek  immediate  medical  attention. 

1  If  a  fire  occurs  in  the  hybrid  vehicle,  leave  the  vehicle  as  soon  as  possible. 
Never  use  a  fire  extinguisher  that  is  not  meant  for  electric  fires.  Using  even 
a  small  amount  of  water  may  be  dangerous. 

1  If  your  vehicle  needs  to  be  towed,  do  so  with  the  rear  wheels  raised.  If  the 
wheels  with  the  electric  motor  (traction  motor)  are  on  the  ground  when 
towing,  the  motor  may  continue  to  generate  electricity.  This  may  cause  an 
electricity  leakage  leading  to  a  fire.  (— >P.  416) 


A  NOTICE 

Hybrid  battery  air  vent 

Do  not  put  foreign  objects  over  the  air  vent.  The  hybrid  battery  (traction 
battery)  may  overheat  and  be  damaged. 

Clean  the  air  vent  regularly  to  prevent  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery) 
from  overheating. 

Do  not  wet  the  air  vent.  It  may  cause  a  short  circuit  and  damage  the  hybrid 
battery  (traction  battery). 

Do  not  load  a  large  amount  of  water  such  as  an  aquarium  into  the  vehicle. 
If  water  spills  over  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery),  the  battery  may  be 
damaged.

1  The  SRS  front  side  airbag  on  the  passenger  seat  will  not  activate,  if  there 
is  no  passenger  sitting  in  the  front  passenger  seat.  However,  the  front 
side  airbag  on  the  passenger  seat  may  deploy,  if  heavy  luggage  is  put, 
even  if  the  seat  is  unoccupied.  (->P.  101) 
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n  Conditions  under  which  the  SRS  airbags  may  deploy  (inflate),  other 
than  a  collision 

The  SRS  front  airbags  may  also  deploy  if  a  serious  impact  occurs  to  the 
underside  of  your  vehicle.  Some  examples  are  shown  in  the  illustration. 


Hitting  a  curb,  edge  of  pavement  or

n  Types  of  collisions  that  may  not  deploy  the  SRS  airbag  (front  airbags) 

The  SRS  front  airbags  are  generally  not  designed  to  inflate  if  the  vehicle  is 
involved  in  a  side  or  rear  collision,  if  it  rolls  over,  or  if  it  is  involved  in  a  low- 
speed  frontal  collision.  But,  whenever  a  collision  of  any  type  causes  suffi¬ 
cient  forward  deceleration  of  the  vehicle,  deployment  of  the  SRS  front  air¬ 
bags  may  occur.

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n  Types  of  collisions  that  may  not  deploy  the  SRS  airbag 
(side  and  curtain  shield  airbags  [if  equipped]) 

The  SRS  side  airbag  and  curtain  shield  airbag  system  may  not  activate  if  the 
vehicle  is  subjected  to  a  collision  from  the  side  at  certain  angles,  or  a  colli¬ 
sion  to  the  side  of  the  vehicle  body  other  than  the  passenger  compartment.

The  SRS  side  airbags  and  curtain  shield  airbags  are  generally  not  designed 
to  inflate  if  the  vehicle  is  involved  in  a  frontal  or  rear  collision,  if  it  rolls  over, 
or  if  it  is  involved  in  a  low-speed  side  collision.

n  SRS  airbag  precautions 

Observe  the  following  precautions  regarding  the  airbags.  Failure  to  do  so 
may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

1  The  driver  and  all  passengers  in  the  vehicle  must  wear  their  seat  belts 
properly. 

The  SRS  airbags  are  supplemental  devices  to  be  used  with  the  seat  belts. 

1  The  SRS  driver  airbag  deploys  with  considerable  force,  and  can  cause 
death  or  serious  injury  especially  if  the  driver  is  very  close  to  the  airbag. 
The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (“NHTSA”)  advises: 

Since  the  risk  zone  for  driver  airbag  is  the  first  2  -  3  in.  (50  -  75  mm)  of 
inflation,  placing  yourself  10  in.  (250  mm)  from  your  driver  airbag  provides 
you  with  a  clear  margin  of  safety.  This  distance  is  measured  from  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  steering  wheel  to  your  breastbone.  If  you  sit  less  than  1 0  in.  (250 
mm)  away  now,  you  can  change  your  driving  position  in  several  ways: 

•  Move  your  seat  to  the  rear  as  far  as  you  can  while  still  reaching  the 
pedals  comfortably. 

•  Slightly  recline  the  back  of  the  seat.  Although  vehicle  designs  vary, 
many  drivers  can  achieve  the  10  in.  (250  mm)  distance,  even  with  the 
driver  seat  all  the  way  forward,  simply  by  reclining  the  back  of  the  seat 
somewhat.  If  reclining  the  back  of  your  seat  makes  it  hard  to  see  the 
road,  raise  yourself  by  using  a  firm,  non-slippery  cushion,  or  raise  the 
seat  if  your  vehicle  has  that  feature. 

•  If  your  steering  wheel  is  adjustable,  tilt  it  downward.  This  points  the  air¬ 
bag  toward  your  chest  instead  of  your  head  and  neck. 

The  seat  should  be  adjusted  as  recommended  by  NHTSA  above,  while  still 
maintaining  control  of  the  foot  pedals,  steering  wheel,  and  your  view  of  the 
instrument  panel  controls. 
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1  If  the  seat  belt  extender  has  been  con¬ 
nected  to  the  driver’s  seat  belt  buckle 
but  the  seat  belt  extender  has  not  also 
been  fastened  to  the  latch  plate  of  the 
driver’s  seat  belt,  the  SRS  driver’s  air¬ 
bag  system  will  judge  that  the  driver  is 
wearing  the  seat  belt  even  though  the 
seat  belt  has  not  been  connected.  In 
this  case,  the  driver’s  airbag  may  not 
activate  correctly  in  a  collision,  resulting 
in  death  or  serious  injury  in  the  event  of 
collision.  Be  sure  to  wear  the  seat  belt 
with  the  seat  belt  extender. 

1  The  SRS  front  passenger  airbag  also  deploys  with  considerable  force,  and 
can  cause  death  or  serious  injury  especially  if  the  front  passenger  is  very 
close  to  the  airbag.  The  front  passenger  seat  should  be  as  far  from  the  air¬ 
bag  as  possible  with  the  seatback  adjusted,  so  the  front  passenger  sits 
upright. 

1  Improperly  seated  and/or  restrained  infants  and  children  can  be  killed  or 
seriously  injured  by  a  deploying  airbag.  An  infant  or  child  who  is  too  small 
to  use  a  seat  belt  should  be  properly  secured  using  a  child  restraint  sys¬ 
tem.  Toyota  strongly  recommends  that  all  infants  and  children  be  placed  in 
the  rear  seats  of  the  vehicle  and  properly  restrained.  The  rear  seats  are 
the  safest  for  infants  and  children.  (-»P.  107) 
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A  CAUTION 


n  SRS  airbag  precautions 


1  Do  not  sit  on  the  edge  of  the  seat  or 
lean  against  the  dashboard. 


1  Do  not  allow  a  child  to  stand  in  front  of 
the  SRS  front  passenger  airbag  unit  or 
sit  on  the  knees  of  a  front  passenger. 

1  Do  not  drive  the  vehicle  while  the  driver 
or  passenger  have  items  resting  on 
their  knees. 

1  Do  not  lean  against  the  door,  the  roof 
side  rail  or  the  front,  side  and  rear  pil¬ 
lars. 


1  Do  not  allow  anyone  to  kneel  on  the 
front  passenger  seat  toward  the  door  or 
put  their  head  or  hands  outside  the 
vehicle. 
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A  CAUTION 


1  Do  not  attach  anything  to  or  lean  any¬ 
thing  against  areas  such  as  the  dash¬ 
board,  steering  wheel  pad.  These  items 
can  become  projectiles  when  SRS 
driver  and  front  passenger  airbags 
deploy. 


1  Do  not  attach  anything  to  areas  such  as 
the  door,  windshield  glass,  side  door 
glass,  front  and  rear  pillars,  roof  side 
rail  or  assist  grip. 

1  Do  not  hang  coat  hangers  or  other  hard 
objects  on  the  coat  hooks.  All  of  these 
items  could  become  projectiles  and 
seriously  injure  or  kill  you,  should  the 
SRS  curtain  shield  airbag  deploy. 

1  Do  not  use  seat  accessories  which  cover  the  parts  where  the  SRS  side 
airbags  inflate  as  they  may  interfere  with  inflation  of  the  airbags. 

1  Do  not  strike  or  apply  significant  levels  offeree  to  the  area  of  the  SRS  air¬ 
bag  components  shown  on  R  90.  Doing  so  can  cause  the  SRS  airbags  to 
malfunction. 

1  Do  not  touch  any  of  the  component  parts  immediately  after  the  SRS  air¬ 
bags  have  deployed  (inflated)  as  they  may  be  hot. 

1  If  breathing  becomes  difficult  after  the  SRS  airbag  has  deployed,  open  a 
door  or  window  to  allow  fresh  air  in,  or  leave  the  vehicle  if  it  is  safe  to  do 
so.  Wash  off  any  residue  as  soon  as  possible  to  prevent  skin  irritation. 

1  If  the  areas  where  the  SRS  airbags  are  stored,  such  as  the  steering  wheel 
pad  and  front  pillar  garnish,  are  damaged  or  cracked,  have  them  replaced 
by  your  Toyota  dealer. 

1  Do  not  place  anything,  such  as  a  cushion,  on  the  front  passenger’s  seat 
Doing  so  will  disperse  the  passenger’s  weight,  which  prevents  the  sensor 
from  detecting  the  passenger’s  weight  properly.  As  a  result,  the  SRS  front 
passenger  airbag  may  not  deploy  in  the  event  of  a  collision. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  Modification  and  disposal  of  SRS  airbag  system  components 

Do  not  dispose  of  your  vehicle  or  perform  any  of  the  following  modifications 

without  consulting  your  Toyota  dealer.  The  SRS  airbag  may  malfunction  or 

deploy  (inflate)  accidentally,  causing  death  or  serious  injury. 

1  Installation,  removal,  disassembly  and  repair  of  the  SRS  airbags 

1  Repairs,  modifications,  removal  or  replacement  of  the  steering  wheel, 
instrument  panel,  dashboard,  seats  or  seat  upholstery,  front,  side  and  rear 
pillars  or  roof  side  rail 

1  Repairs  or  modifications  of  the  front  fender,  front  bumper,  or  side  of  the 
occupant  compartment 

1  Installation  of  snow  plows,  winches,  etc.  to  the  front  grille  (bull  bars,  kan¬ 
garoo  bar  etc.) 

1  Modifications  to  the  vehicle’s  suspension  system 

1  Installation  of  electronic  devices  such  as  mobile  two-way  radios  or  CD 
players 

1  Modifications  to  your  vehicle  for  a  person  with  a  physical  disability.

*1:  The  system  judges  a  person  of  adult  size  as  an  adult.  When  a 
smaller  adult  sits  in  the  front  passenger  seat,  the  system  may  rec¬ 
ognize  him/her  as  a  child  depending  on  his/her  physique  and  pos¬ 
ture. 

*2:  In  the  event  the  front  passenger  does  not  wear  a  seat  belt.

(->P.  107) 

*5:  In  case  the  indicator  is  not  illuminated,  consult  this  manual  as  for 
installing  the  child  restraint  system  properly.  (-»P.  110) 
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A  CAUTION 

n  Front  passenger  occupant  classification  system  precautions 

Observe  the  following  precautions  regarding  front  passenger  occupant  clas¬ 
sification  system. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

1  Wear  the  seat  belt  properly. 

1  Make  sure  the  front  passenger’s  seat  belt  tab  has  not  been  left  inserted 
into  the  buckle  before  someone  sits  in  the  front  passenger  seat. 

1  Make  sure  the  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  lights  is  not  illuminated  when 
using  the  seat  belt  extender  for  the  front  passenger  seat.  If  the  “AIR  BAG 
OFF"  indicator  light  is  illuminated,  disconnect  the  extender  tongue  from 
the  seat  belt  buckle,  then  reconnect  the  seat  belt.  Reconnect  the  seat  belt 
extender  after  making  sure  the  “AIR  BAG  ON”  indicator  light  is  illuminated. 
If  you  use  the  seat  belt  extender  while  the  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  light  is 
illuminated,  the  front  passenger  airbag  and  side  airbag  on  the  front  pas¬ 
senger  side  may  not  activate  correctly,  which  could  cause  death  or  serious 
injury  in  the  event  of  collision. 

1  Do  not  put  weight  on  the  front  passenger  seat  by  putting  your  hands  or 
feet  on  the  front  passenger  seatback  from  the  rear  passenger  seat. 

1  Do  not  let  a  rear  passenger  lift  the  front  passenger  seat  with  their  feet  or 
press  on  the  seatback  with  their  legs. 

1  Do  not  put  objects  under  the  front  passenger  seat. 

1  Do  not  recline  the  front  passenger  seatback  so  far  that  it  touches  a  rear 
seat.  This  may  cause  the  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  light  to  be  illuminated, 
which  indicates  that  the  passenger’s  airbags  will  not  deploy  in  the  event  of 
a  severe  accident.  If  the  seatback  touches  the  rear  seat,  return  the  seat- 
back  to  a  position  where  it  does  not  touch  the  rear  seat.  Keep  the  front 
passenger  seatback  as  upright  as  possible  when  the  vehicle  is  moving. 
Reclining  the  seatback  excessively  may  lessen  the  effectiveness  of  the 
seat  belt  system. 

1  If  an  adult  sits  in  the  front  passenger  seat,  the  “AIR  BAG  ON”  indicator 
light  is  illuminated,  If  the  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  is  illuminated,  ask  the 
passenger  to  sit  up  straight,  well  back  in  the  seat,  feet  on  the  floor,  and 
with  the  seat  belt  worn  correctly.  If  the  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  still 
remain  illuminated,  either  ask  the  passenger  to  move  to  the  rear  seat,  or  if 
that  is  not  possible,  move  the  front  passenger  seat  fully  rearward. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  Front  passenger  occupant  classification  system  precautions 

1  When  it  is  unavoidable  to  install  the  forward-facing  child  restraint  system 
on  the  front  passenger  seat,  install  the  child  restraint  system  on  the  front 
passenger  seat  in  the  proper  order.  (-»P.  110) 

1  Do  not  modify  or  remove  the  front  seats. 

1  Do  not  kick  the  front  passenger  seat  or  subject  it  to  severe  impact.  Other¬ 
wise,  the  SRS  warning  light  may  come  on  to  indicate  a  malfunction  on  the 
detection  system.  In  this  case,  contact  your  Toyota  dealer  immediately. 

1  Child  restraint  systems  installed  on  the  rear  seat  should  not  contact  the 
front  seatbacks. 

1  Do  not  use  a  seat  accessory,  such  as  a  cushion  or  seat  cover,  that  covers 
the  seat  cushion  surface. 

1  Do  not  modify  or  replace  the  upholstery  of  the  front  seat. 
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Child  restraint  systems 


A  child  restraint  system  for  a  small  child  or  baby  must  itself  be  prop¬ 
erly  restrained  on  the  seat  with  the  lap  portion  of  the  lap/shoulder 
belt. 

The  laws  of  all  50  states  of  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada  now  require  the 
use  of  child  restraint  systems.

|  Points  to  remember 


Studies  have  shown  that  installing  a  child  restraint  on  a  rear  seat  is 
much  safer  than  installing  one  to  the  front  passenger  seat. 

1  Choose  a  child  restraint  system  appropriate  to  the  age  and  size  of 
the  child. 

1  For  installation  details,  follow  the  instructions  provided  with  the 
child  restraint  system. 

General  installation  instructions  are  provided  in  this  manual.

n  Selecting  an  appropriate  child  restraint  system 

Get  an  appropriate  child  restraint  system  for  the  child.  If  a  child  is  too  large 
for  a  child  restraint  system,  sit  the  child  on  a  rear  seat  and  use  the  vehicle’s 
seat  belt.  (->P.  64) 


A  CAUTION 

n  Child  restraint  precautions 

1  For  effective  protection  in  automobile  accidents  and  sudden  stops,  a  child 
must  be  properly  restrained,  using  a  seat  belt  or  child  restraint  system 
depending  on  the  age  and  size  of  the  child.  Holding  a  child  in  your  arms  is 
not  a  substitute  for  a  child  restraint  system.  In  an  accident,  the  child  can  be 
crushed  against  the  windshield,  or  between  you  and  the  vehicle’s  interior. 

1  Toyota  strongly  urges  the  use  of  a  proper  child  restraint  system  that  con¬ 
forms  to  the  size  of  the  child,  installed  on  the  rear  seat.  According  to  acci¬ 
dent  statistics,  the  child  is  safer  when  properly  restrained  in  the  rear  seat 
than  in  the  front  seat. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  Child  restraint  precautions 

1  Never  install  a  rear-facing  child  restraint  system  on  the  front  passenger 
seat  even  if  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  light  is  illuminated.  In  the  event  of  an 
accident,  the  force  of  the  rapid  inflation  of  the  front  passenger  airbag  can 
cause  death  or  serious  injury  to  the  child  if  the  rear-facing  child  restraint 
system  is  installed  on  the  front  passenger  seat. 

1  A  forward-facing  child  restraint  system  should  allowed  to  be  installed  on 
the  front  passenger  seat  only  when  it  is  unavoidable.  Always  move  the 
seat  as  far  back  as  possible  even  if  “AIR  BAG  OFF”  indicator  light  is  illumi¬ 
nated,  because  the  front  passenger  airbag  could  inflate  with  considerable 
speed  and  force.  Otherwise,  the  child  may  be  killed  or  seriously  injured. 

1  Do  not  use  the  seat  belt  extender  when  installing  a  child  restraint  system 
on  the  front  or  rear  passenger  seat.  If  installing  a  child  restraint  system 
with  the  seat  belt  extender  connected  to  the  seat  belt,  the  seat  belt  will  not 
securely  hold  the  child  restraint  system,  which  could  cause  death  or  seri¬ 
ous  injury  to  the  child  or  other  passengers  in  the  event  of  collision. 

1  Do  not  allow  the  child  to  lean  his/her  head  or  any  part  of  his/her  body 
against  the  door  or  the  area  of  the  seat,  front  pillar  or  roof  side  rail  from 
which  the  side  airbags  or  curtain  shield  airbags  deploy  even  if  the  child  is 
seated  in  the  child  restraint  system.  It  is  dangerous  if  the  side  airbags  and 
curtain  shield  airbags  inflate,  and  the  impact  could  cause  death  or  serious 
injury  to  the  child. 

1  Make  sure  you  have  complied  with  all  installation  instructions  provided  by 
the  child  restraint  manufacturer  and  that  the  system  is  properly  secured.  If 
it  is  not  secured  properly,  it  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury  to  the  child 
in  the  event  of  a  sudden  stop  or  accident. 

n  When  the  child  restraint  system  is  not  in  use 

1  Keep  the  child  restraint  system  properly  secured  on  the  seat  even  if  it  is 
not  in  use.  Do  not  store  the  restraint  unsecured  in  the  passenger  compart¬ 
ment. 

1  If  it  is  necessary  to  detach  the  child  restraint  system,  remove  it  from  the 
vehicle  or  store  it  securely  in  the  luggage  compartment.  This  will  prevent  it 
from  injuring  passengers  in  the  event  of  a  sudden  stop  or  accident. 
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Installing  child  restraints 


Follow  the  child  restraint  system  manufacturer’s  instructions.  Firmly 
secure  child  restraints  to  the  outboard  rear  seats  using  a  seat  belt  or 
a  child  restraint  lower  anchor  belt.  Attach  the  top  strap  when  install¬ 
ing  a  child  restraint.

Anchorages  conform  to  FMVSS225  or  CMVSS210.2. 

Child  restraint  systems  conforming  to  FMVSS213  or  CMVSS213  specifica¬ 
tions  can  be  used.

A  CAUTION 

n  When  installing  a  booster  seat 

Do  not  fully  extend  the  shoulder  belt  to  prevent  the  belt  from  going  to  ALR 
lock  mode:  (->P.  66) 

1  ALR  mode  causes  the  belt  to  tighten  only  which  could  cause  injury  or  dis¬ 
comfort  to  the  child. 

1  Do  not  allow  the  child  to  play  with  the  seat  belt  or  the  child  could  be  killed 
or  serious  injured. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  When  installing  a  child  restraint  system 

Follow  the  directions  given  in  the  child  restraint  system  installation  manual 
and  fix  the  child  restraint  system  securely  in  place. 

If  the  child  restraint  system  is  not  correctly  fixed  in  place,  the  child  or  other 
passengers  may  be  injured  or  even  killed  in  the  event  of  sudden  braking  or 
an  accident. 

If  the  driver’s  seat  interferes  with  the 
child  restraint  system  and  prevents  it 
from  being  attached  correctly,  attach 
the  child  restraint  system  to  the  right- 
hand  rear  seat. 


Only  put  a  forward  facing  or  booster 
child  seat  on  the  front  seat  when 
unavoidable.  When  installing  a  forward 
facing  or  booster  child  seat  on  the  front 
passenger  seat,  move  the  seat  as  far 
back  as  possible  even  if  “AIR  BAG 
OFF”  indicator  light  is  illuminated.  Fail¬ 
ing  to  do  so  may  result  in  death  or  seri¬ 
ous  injury  if  the  airbags  deploy  (inflate). 

1  When  a  booster  seat  is  installed,  always  ensure  that  the  shoulder  belt  is 
positioned  across  the  center  of  the  child’s  shoulder.  The  belt  should  be 
kept  away  from  the  child’s  neck,  but  not  so  that  it  could  fall  off  the  child’s 
shoulder.  Failing  to  do  so  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury  in  the  event 
of  an  accident  or  sudden  braking. 

1  Ensure  the  belt  and  tab  are  securely  locked  and  that  the  seat  belt  is  not 
twisted. 

1  Push  and  pull  the  child  seat  in  different  directions  to  be  sure  it  is  secure. 

1  Follow  all  installation  instructions  provided  by  the  child  restraint  system 
manufacturer. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  Do  not  use  a  seat  belt  extender 

If  a  seat  belt  extender  is  used  when  installing  a  child  restraint  system,  the 
seat  belt  will  not  securely  hold  the  child  restraint  system,  which  could  cause 
death  or  serious  injury  to  the  child  or  other  passengers  in  the  event  of  a  colli¬ 
sion. 

n  To  correctly  attach  a  child  restraint  system  to  the  anchorages 

When  using  the  lower  anchorages,  be  sure  that  there  are  no  foreign  objects 
around  the  anchorages  and  that  the  seat  belt  is  not  caught  behind  the  child 
restraint.  Make  sure  the  child  restraint  system  is  securely  attached,  or  it  may 
cause  death  or  serious  injury  to  the  child  or  other  passengers  in  the  event  of 
a  sudden  stop  or  accident.

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n  Driving  in  the  rain 

1  Drive  carefully  when  it  is  raining,  because  visibility  will  be  reduced,  the 
windows  may  become  fogged-up,  and  the  road  will  be  slippery. 


1  Drive  carefully  when  it  starts  to  rain,  because  the  road  surface  will  be 
especially  slippery. 


1  Refrain  from  high  speeds  when  driving  on  an  expressway  in  the  rain, 
because  there  may  be  a  layer  of  water  between  the  tires  and  the  road 
surface,  preventing  the  steering  and  brakes  from  operating  properly. 

n  Breaking  in  your  new  Toyota 

To  extend  the  life  of  the  vehicle,  the  following  precautions  are  recommended 
to  observe:

1  For  the  first  180  miles  (300  km): 

Avoid  sudden  stops. 

1  For  the  first  621  miles  (1000  km): 

•  Do  not  drive  at  extremely  high  speeds. 

•  Avoid  sudden  acceleration. 

•  Do  not  drive  continuously  in  the  low  gears. 

•  Do  not  drive  at  a  constant  speed  for  extended  periods. 

n  Operating  your  vehicle  in  a  foreign  country 

Comply  with  the  relevant  vehicle  registration  laws  and  confirm  the  availability 
of  the  correct  fuel.  (->P.  464) 

n  For  efficient  use 


1  Put  the  shift  lever  into  “D”  when  driving 
In  the  “N”  position,  the  gasoline  engine  operates  but  electricity  cannot  be 
generated. 

The  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  will  be  discharged  requiring  unnec¬ 
essary  engine  power  to  recharge. 

1  Drive  your  vehicle  smoothly 

Avoid  abrupt  acceleration  and  deceleration.  Gradual  acceleration  and 
deceleration  will  make  more  effective  use  of  the  traction  motor  without 
having  to  use  gasoline  engine  power. 
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1  Avoid  repeated  acceleration 

Repeated  acceleration  consumes  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  power, 
resulting  in  poor  acceleration.  Battery  power  can  be  restored  by  driving 
with  the  accelerator  pedal  slightly  released. 

1  Push  the  “P”  position  switch  when  parking 
In  the  “N”  position,  the  hybrid  battery  (traction  battery)  does  not  recharge. 
Leaving  the  shift  lever  in  the  “N”  position  for  an  extended  period  of  the 
time  may  discharge  the  hybrid  battery.  The  vehicle  cannot  run  if  the 
hybrid  battery  is  discharged. 

n  Normal  characteristics  after  turning  off  the  hybrid  system 

Approximately  five  hours  after  the  hybrid  system  is  turned  off,  you  may  hear 
sound  coming  from  under  the  vehicle  for  several  minutes.  This  is  because 
the  fuel  evaporation  leakage  check  is  performed.  It  does  not  indicate  a  mal¬ 
function. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  When  starting  the  vehicle 

Always  keep  your  foot  on  the  brake  pedal  while  stopped  with  the  hybrid  sys¬ 
tem  running.  This  prevents  the  vehicle  from  creeping. 

n  When  driving  the  vehicle 

1  Do  not  drive  if  you  are  unfamiliar  with  the  location  of  the  brake  and  accel¬ 
erator  pedals  to  avoid  depressing  the  wrong  pedal. 

•  Accidentally  depressing  the  accelerator  pedal  instead  of  the  brake 
pedal  will  result  in  sudden  acceleration  that  may  lead  to  an  accident 
that  could  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

•  When  backing  up,  you  may  twist  your  body  around,  leading  to  a  diffi¬ 
culty  in  operating  the  pedals.  Make  sure  to  operate  the  pedals  properly. 

•  Make  sure  to  keep  a  correct  driving  posture  even  when  moving  the 
vehicle  only  slightly,  allowing  you  to  depress  the  brake  and  accelerator 
pedals  properly. 

•  Depress  the  brake  pedal  using  your  right  foot.  Depressing  the  brake 
pedal  using  your  left  foot  may  delay  response  in  an  emergency,  result¬ 
ing  in  an  accident. 

1  The  driver  should  pay  attention  to  pedestrians  when  the  vehicle  is  pow¬ 
ered  only  by  the  electric  motor  (traction  motor).  Because  there  is  no  hybrid 
system  sounds,  the  pedestrians  may  misjudge  the  vehicle’s  movement. 

1  Do  not  drive  the  vehicle  over  or  stop  the  vehicle  near  flammable  materials. 
The  exhaust  system  and  exhaust  gases  can  be  extremely  hot.  this  may 
cause  a  fire  if  there  is  any  flammable  material  nearby. 

1  Do  not  let  the  vehicle  roll  backwards  while  the  shift  lever  is  in  a  driving 
position,  or  roll  forward  while  the  shift  lever  is  in  “R”. 

Doing  so  may  cause  the  hybrid  system  not  to  operate  or  lead  to  poor 
brake  and  steering  performance,  resulting  in  an  accident  or  damage  to  the 
vehicle. 

1  If  the  smell  of  exhaust  is  noticed  inside  the  vehicle,  open  the  windows  and 
check  that  the  back  door  is  closed.  Large  amounts  of  exhaust  in  the  vehi¬ 
cle  can  cause  driver  drowsiness  and  an  accident,  resulting  in  death  or  a 
serious  health  hazard.  Have  the  vehicle  inspected  by  your  Toyota  dealer 
immediately. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  When  driving  the  vehicle 

1  Do  not  under  any  circumstances  shift  the  shift  lever  to  “R”,  “N”  or  push  the 
“P”  position  switch  while  the  vehicle  is  moving. 

Doing  so  can  cause  significant  damage  to  the  transmission  and  may  result 
in  a  loss  of  vehicle  control. 

1  Do  not  shift  the  shift  lever  to  “N”  while  the  vehicle  is  moving. 

Doing  so  may  cause  the  engine  brake  not  to  operate  properly  and  lead  to 
an  accident. 

1  Do  not  turn  the  hybrid  system  off  while  driving. 

The  power  steering  and  brake  actuator  will  not  operate  properly  if  the 
hybrid  system  is  not  running. 

1  Use  engine  braking  (“B”)  to  maintain  a  safe  speed  when  driving  down  a 
steep  hill. 

Using  the  brakes  continuously  may  cause  the  brakes  to  overheat  and  lose 
effectiveness.  (->P.  136) 

1  When  stopped  on  an  inclined  surface,  use  the  brake  pedal  and  parking 
brake  to  prevent  the  vehicle  from  rolling  backward  or  forward  and  causing 
an  accident. 

1  Do  not  adjust  the  position  of  the  steering  wheel,  the  seat,  or  the  inside  or 
outside  rear  view  mirrors  while  driving. 

Doing  so  may  result  in  a  loss  of  vehicle  control  that  can  cause  accidents 
that  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

1  Always  check  that  all  passengers’  arms,  heads  or  other  parts  of  their  bod¬ 
ies  are  not  outside  the  vehicle,  as  this  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

1  Do  not  drive  in  excess  of  the  speed  limit.  Even  if  the  legal  speed  limit  per¬ 
mits  it,  do  not  drive  over  85  mph  (140  km/h)  unless  your  vehicle  has  high 
speed  capability  tires.  Driving  over  85  mph  (140  km/h)  may  result  in  tire 
failure,  loss  of  control  and  possible  injury.  Be  sure  to  consult  a  tire  dealer 
to  determine  whether  the  tires  on  your  vehicle  are  high-speed  capability 
tires  or  not  before  driving  at  such  speeds. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  When  driving  on  slippery  road  surfaces 

1  Sudden  braking,  acceleration  and  steering  may  cause  tire  slippage  and 
reduce  your  ability  to  control  the  vehicle,  resulting  in  an  accident. 

1  Sudden  changes  in  engine  speed,  such  as  engine  braking  caused  by 
upshifting  or  down-shifting,  may  cause  the  vehicle  to  skid,  resulting  in  an 
accident. 

1  After  driving  through  a  puddle,  lightly  depress  the  brake  pedal  to  make 
sure  that  the  brakes  are  functioning  properly.  Wet  brake  pads  may  prevent 
the  brakes  from  functioning  properly.  If  the  brakes  on  only  one  side  are  wet 
and  not  functioning  properly,  steering  control  may  be  affected,  resulting  in 
an  accident. 

n  When  shifting  the  shift  lever 

Be  careful  not  to  shift  the  shift  lever  with  the  accelerator  pedal  depressed. 

This  may  lead  to  unexpected  rapid  acceleration  of  the  vehicle  that  may 

cause  an  accident  and  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

n  When  the  vehicle  is  stopped 

1  Do  not  race  the  hybrid  system. 

If  the  vehicle  is  in  any  gear  other  than  “P”  or  “N”  the  vehicle  may  acceler¬ 
ate  suddenly  and  unexpectedly,  and  may  cause  an  accident. 

1  Do  not  leave  the  vehicle  with  the  hybrid  system  on  for  a  long  time. 

If  such  a  situation  cannot  be  avoided,  park  the  vehicle  in  an  open  space 
and  check  that  exhaust  fumes  do  not  enter  the  vehicle  interior. 

1  Always  keep  a  foot  on  the  brake  pedal  while  the  hybrid  system  is  running 
to  prevent  an  accident  caused  by  the  vehicle  moving. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  When  the  vehicle  is  parked 

1  Do  not  leave  glasses,  cigarette  lighters,  spray  cans,  or  soft  drink  cans  in 
the  vehicle  when  it  is  in  the  sun. 

Failure  to  do  so  may  result  in  the  following: 

•  Gas  may  leak  from  a  cigarette  lighter  or  spray  can,  and  may  lead  to  a 
fire. 

•  The  temperature  inside  the  vehicle  may  cause  the  plastic  lenses  and 
plastic  material  of  eye  glasses  to  deform  or  crack. 

•  Soft  drink  cans  may  fracture,  causing  the  contents  to  spray  over  the 
interior  of  the  vehicle,  and  may  also  cause  a  short  circuit  in  the  vehi¬ 
cle’s  electrical  components. 

1  Always  apply  the  parking  brake,  push  the  “P”  position  switch,  stop  the 
hybrid  system  and  lock  the  vehicle. 

Do  not  leave  the  vehicle  unattended  while  the  hybrid  system  is  running. 

1  Do  not  touch  the  exhaust  pipe  while  the  hybrid  system  is  running  or  imme¬ 
diately  after  turning  the  hybrid  system  off. 

Doing  so  may  cause  burns. 

1  Do  not  leave  the  hybrid  system  operating  in  an  area  with  snow  build  up,  or 
where  it  is  snowing.  If  snowbanks  build  up  around  the  vehicle  while  the 
hybrid  system  is  operating,  exhaust  gases  may  collect  and  enter  the  vehi¬ 
cle.  this  may  lead  to  death  or  a  serious  health  hazard. 

n  Exhaust  gases 

Exhaust  gases  include  harmful  carbon  monoxide  (CO)  that  is  colorless  and 
odorless.  Inhaling  exhaust  gases  may  lead  to  death  or  a  serious  health  haz¬ 
ard. 

1  If  the  vehicle  is  in  a  poorly  ventilated  area,  stop  the  hybrid  system.  In  a 
closed  area,  such  as  a  garage,  exhaust  gases  may  collect  and  enter  the 
vehicle.  This  may  lead  to  death  or  a  serious  health  hazard. 

1  The  exhaust  should  be  checked  occasionally.  If  there  is  a  hole  or  crack 
cause  by  corrosion,  damage  to  a  joint  or  abnormal  exhaust  noise,  be  sure 
to  have  the  vehicle  inspected  and  repaired  by  your  Toyota  dealer.  Failure 
to  do  so  may  allow  exhaust  gases  to  enter  the  vehicle,  resulting  in  death  or 
a  serious  health  hazard. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  When  taking  a  nap  in  the  vehicle 

Always  turn  the  hybrid  system  off.  Otherwise,  you  may  accidentally  move  the 
shift  lever  or  depress  the  accelerator  pedal,  which  could  cause  an  accident 
or  fire  due  to  hybrid  system  overheating.  Additionally,  if  the  vehicle  is  parked 
in  a  poorly  ventilated  area,  exhaust  gases  may  collect  and  enter  the  vehicle, 
leading  to  death  or  a  serious  health  hazard. 

n  When  braking  the  vehicle 

1  When  the  brakes  are  wet,  drive  more  cautiously.  Braking  distance 
increases  when  the  brakes  are  wet,  and  may  cause  one  side  of  the  vehicle 
to  brake  differently  than  the  other  side.  Also  the  parking  brake  may  not 
securely  hold  the  vehicle. 

1  If  the  power  brake  assist  function  does  not  operate,  do  not  follow  other 
vehicles  closely  and  avoid  downhill  or  sharp  turns  that  require  braking. 

In  this  case,  braking  is  still  possible,  but  it  will  require  more  force  on  the 
pedal  than  usual.  Braking  distance  may  also  increase. 

1  Do  not  pump  the  brake  pedal  if  the  hybrid  system  stalls. 

Each  push  on  the  pedal  uses  up  your  reserved  brake  fluid  pressure. 

1  The  brake  system  consists  of  3  individual  hydraulic  systems:  if  one  of  the 
systems  fails,  the  other  will  still  operate.  In  this  case,  the  brake  pedal 
should  be  depressed  more  firmly  than  usual  and  braking  distance 
becomes  longer. 

Do  not  drive  your  vehicle  with  only  a  single  brake  system.  Have  your 
brakes  fixed  immediately. 
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A  NOTICE 

n  While  driving  the  vehicle 

Do  not  use  the  accelerator  pedal  or  depress  accelerator  and  brake  pedals 
together  to  hold  the  vehicle  on  a  hill. 

When  parking  the  vehicle 

Always  push  the  “P”  position  switch.  Failure  to  do  so  may  cause  the  vehicle 
to  move  or  the  vehicle  may  accelerate  suddenly  if  the  accelerator  pedal  is 
accidentally  depressed. 

n  Avoiding  damage  to  vehicle  parts 

Do  not  turn  the  steering  wheel  fully  in  either  direction  and  hold  it  there  for  a 
long  time. 

Doing  so  may  damage  the  power  steering  motor. 

When  driving  over  bumps  in  the  road,  drive  as  slowly  as  possible  to  avoid 
damaging  the  wheels,  underside  of  the  vehicle,  etc. 

If  you  hear  a  squealing  or  scraping  noise  (brake  pad  wear  limit  indica¬ 
tors) 

Have  your  Toyota  dealer  check  and  replace  the  brake  pads  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

The  rotor  damage  can  result  if  the  pads  are  not  replaced  when  needed. 

Front  brake  only:  Moderate  levels  of  the  brake  pad  and  disc  wear  allow 
enhanced  front  braking  power.  As  a  result,  the  discs  may  wear  more  quickly 
than  conventional  brake  discs.  Therefore,  when  replacing  the  brake  pads, 
Toyota  recommends  that  you  also  have  the  thickness  of  the  discs  measured. 
It  is  dangerous  to  drive  the  vehicle  when  the  wear  limits  of  the  brake  pads 
and/or  that  of  the  brake  discs  are  exceeded. 
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A  NOTICE 

If  you  get  a  flat  tire  while  driving 

A  flat  or  damaged  tire  may  cause  the  following  situations.  Hold  the  steering 
wheel  firmly  and  gradually  press  the  brake  pedal  to  slow  down  the  vehicle. 

It  may  be  difficult  to  control  your  vehicle. 

The  vehicle  will  make  abnormal  sounds. 

The  vehicle  will  behave  abnormally. 

Replace  a  flat  tire  with  a  new  one.  (->P.  441) 

When  encountering  flooded  roads 

Do  not  drive  on  a  road  that  has  flooded  after  heavy  rain  etc.  Doing  so  may 
cause  the  following  serious  damage  to  the  vehicle. 

Engine  stalling 

Short  in  electrical  components

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Rear  view  monitor  system 


The  rear  view  monitor  system  assists  the  driver  by  displaying  an 
image  of  the  view  behind  the  vehicle  while  reversing.  The  image  is 
displayed  in  reverse  on  the  screen.  This  allows  the  image  to  appear 
in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  rear  view  mirror.

In  the  following  cases,  it  may  be  difficult 

to  see  the  images  on  the  screen,  even 

when  the  system  is  functioning  correctly. 

•  In  the  dark  (e.g.  at  night). 

•  If  the  temperature  near  the  lens  is 
extremely  high  or  low. 

•  If  water  droplets  get  on  the  camera,  or 
when  humidity  is  high  (e.g.  when  it 
rains).

A  CAUTION 

n  When  using  the  rear  view  monitor  system,  observe  these  precautions 

to  avoid  an  accident  that  could  result  in  death  or  serious  injuries. 

1  Never  depend  solely  on  the  monitor  system  when  reversing. 

1  Always  check  visually  and  with  the  mirrors  to  confirm  your  intended  path  is 
clear. 

1  Depicted  distances  between  objects  and  flat  surfaces  differ  from  actual 
distances. 

1  Do  not  use  the  system  if  the  back  door  is  open. 

n  Conditions  which  may  affect  the  rear  view  monitor  system 

1  If  the  back  of  the  vehicle  is  hit,  the  camera’s  position  and  mounting  angle 
may  change.  Contact  your  Toyota  dealer. 

1  Rapid  temperature  changes,  such  as  when  hot  water  is  poured  on  the 
vehicle  in  cold  weather,  may  cause  the  system  to  function  abnormally. 

1  If  the  camera  lens  is  dirty,  it  cannot  transmit  a  clear  image.  Rinse  with 
water  and  wipe  with  a  soft  cloth.  If  extremely  dirty,  wash  with  a  mild 
cleanser  and  rinse. 

1  The  displayed  image  may  be  darker  and  moving  images  may  be  slightly 
distorted  when  the  system  is  cold.

Driving  assist  systems 


To  help  enhance  driving  safety  and  performance,  the  following  sys¬ 
tems  operate  automatically  in  response  to  various  driving  situations. 
Be  aware,  however,  that  these  systems  are  supplementary  and 
should  not  be  relied  upon  too  heavily  when  operating  the  vehicle. 

n  ABS  (Anti-lock  Brake  System) 

Helps  to  prevent  wheel  lock  when  the  brakes  are  applied  suddenly,  or  if 
the  brakes  are  applied  while  driving  on  a  slippery  road  surface. 

n  Brake  Assist 

Generates  an  increased  level  of  braking  force  after  the  brake  pedal  is 
depressed,  when  the  system  detects  a  panic  stop  situation. 

n  Enhanced  VSC  (Vehicle  Stability  Control)  (If  equipped) 

Helps  the  driver  to  control  skidding  when  swerving  suddenly  or  turning 
on  slippery  road  surfaces. 

n  EPS  (Electric  Power  Steering) 

Employs  an  electric  motor  to  reduce  the  amount  of  effort  needed  to  turn 
the  steering  wheel. 


|  When  the  Enhanced  VSC  is  operating 


If  the  vehicle  is  in  danger  of  slip¬ 
ping  or  the  front  wheels  spin,  the 
indicator  flashes  to  indicate  that 
the  Enhanced  VSC  have  been 
engaged. 

A  buzzer  (intermittent)  sounds  to 
indicate  that  Enhanced  VSC  is 
operating. 


The  slip  indicator  light  flashes  as 
well  when  ABS  is  operating.

n  Sounds  and  vibrations  caused  by  the  ABS,  BA  and  Enhanced  VSC 

1  A  sound  may  be  heard  from  the  hybrid  system  compartment  when  the 
hybrid  system  is  started  or  just  after  the  vehicle  begins  to  move.  This 
sound  does  not  indicate  that  a  malfunction  has  occurred  in  any  of  these 
systems. 

1  Any  of  the  following  conditions  may  occur  when  the  above  systems  are 
operating.  None  of  these  indicates  that  a  malfunction  has  occurred. 

•  Vibrations  may  be  felt  through  the  vehicle  body  and  steering. 

•  A  motor  sound  may  be  heard  after  the  vehicle  comes  to  a  stop. 

•  The  brake  pedal  may  pulsate  slightly  after  the  ABS  is  activated. 

•  The  brake  pedal  may  move  down  slightly  after  the  ABS  is  activated. 

n  Reduced  effectiveness  of  EPS 
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The  effectiveness  of  EPS  is  reduced  to  prevent  the  system  from  overheating 
when  there  is  frequent  steering  input  over  an  extended  period  of  time.  The 
steering  wheel  may  feel  heavy  as  a  result.  Should  this  occur,  refrain  from 
excessive  steering  input  or  stop  the  vehicle  and  turn  the  hybrid  system  OFF. 
The  system  should  return  to  normal  within  10  minutes. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  The  ABS  does  not  operate  effectively  when 

1  The  limits  of  tire  gripping  performance  have  been  exceeded. 

1  The  vehicle  hydroplanes  while  driving  at  high  speed  on  the  wet  or  slick 
road. 

n  Stopping  distance  when  the  ABS  is  operating  on  the  wet  or  slick  roads 

The  ABS  is  not  designed  to  shorten  the  vehicle’s  stopping  distance.  Always 
maintain  a  sufficient  distance  from  the  vehicle  in  front  of  you  in  the  following 
situations. 

1  When  driving  on  dirt,  gravel  or  snow-covered  roads 
1  When  driving  with  tire  chains 
1  When  driving  over  bumps  in  the  road 

1  When  driving  over  roads  with  potholes  or  roads  with  uneven  pavement 

n  When  the  Enhanced  VSC  is  activated 

The  slip  indicator  light  flashes  and  a  warning  buzzer  sounds.  Always  drive 
carefully. 

Reckless  driving  may  cause  an  accident.  Exercise  particular  care  when  the 
indicator  light  flashes  and  a  buzzer  sounds. 

n  Replacing  tires 

Make  sure  that  all  tires  are  of  the  same  size,  brand,  tread  pattern  and  total 
load  capacity.  In  addition,  make  sure  that  the  tires  are  inflated  to  the  speci¬ 
fied  tire  pressure  level. 

The  ABS  and  Enhanced  VSC  will  not  function  correctly  if  different  tires  are 
fitted  on  the  vehicle. 

Contact  your  Toyota  dealer  for  further  information  when  replacing  tires  or 
wheels. 
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Cargo  and  luggage 


Take  notice  of  the  following  information  about  storage  precau¬ 
tions,  cargo  capacity  and  load. 

1  Stow  cargo  and  luggage  in  the  back  door  whenever  possible. 
Be  sure  all  items  are  secured  in  place. 

1  Be  careful  to  keep  the  vehicle  level.  Placing  the  weight  as  far 
forward  as  possible  helps  maintain  vehicle  balance. 

1  For  better  fuel  economy,  do  not  carry  unnecessary  weight. 
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|  Capacity  and  distribution 


Cargo  capacity  depends  on  the  total  weight  of  the  occupants. 

(Cargo  capacity)  =  (Total  load  capacity)  —  (Total  weight  of  occupants) 

Steps  for  Determining  Correct  Load  Limit — 

(1)  Locate  the  statement  “The  combined  weight  of  occupants  and 
cargo  should  never  exceed  XXX  kg  or  XXX  lbs.”  on  your  vehi¬ 
cle’s  placard. 

(2)  Determine  the  combined  weight  of  the  driver  and  passengers 
that  will  be  riding  in  your  vehicle. 

(3)  Subtract  the  combined  weight  of  the  driver  and  passengers  from 
XXX  kg  or  XXX  lbs. 

(4)  The  resulting  figure  equals  the  available  amount  of  cargo  and 
luggage  load  capacity. 

For  example,  if  the  “XXX”  amount  equals  1 400  lbs.  and  there  will 
be  five  150  lb  passengers  in  your  vehicle,  the  amount  of  avail¬ 
able  cargo  and  luggage  load  capacity  is  650  lbs.  (1400  -  750  (5 
x  150)  =  650  lbs.) 

(5)  Determine  the  combined  weight  of  luggage  and  cargo  being 
loaded  on  the  vehicle. 

That  weight  may  not  safely  exceed  the  available  cargo  and  lug¬ 
gage  load  capacity  calculated  in  Step  4. 
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(6)  If  your  vehicle  will  be  towing  a  trailer,  load  from  your  trailer  will 
be  transferred  to  your  vehicle.  Consult  this  manual  to  determine 
how  this  reduces  the  available  cargo  and  luggage  load  capacity 
of  your  vehicle.  (-»P.  176) 

Toyota  does  not  recommend  towing  a  trailer  with  your  vehicle. 
Your  vehicle  is  not  designed  for  trailer  towing. 


|  Example  on  your  vehicle 


□  Cargo  capacity 
B  Total  load  capacity 


When  2  people  with  the  combined  weight  of  366  lb.  (166  kg)  are 
riding  in  your  vehicle,  which  has  a  total  load  capacity  of  815  lb.  (370 
kg),  the  available  amount  of  cargo  and  luggage  load  capacity  will  be 
as  follows: 


81 0  lb.  —  366  lb.  =  444  lb.  (365  kg  —  1 66  kg  =  1 99  kg) 

In  this  condition,  if  3  more  passengers  with  the  combined  weight  of 
388  lb.  (176  kg)  get  on,  the  available  cargo  and  luggage  load  will  be 
reduced  as  follows: 

444  lb.  —  388  lb.  =  56  lb.  (199  kg  —  176  kg  =  23  kg) 

As  shown  in  the  above  example,  if  the  number  of  occupants 
increases,  the  cargo  and  luggage  load  equaling  the  combined  weight 
of  the  occupants  who  got  on  later,  by  an  amount.  In  other  words,  if  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  occupants  causes  an  excess  of  the  total 
load  capacity  (combined  weight  of  occupants  plus  cargo  and  luggage 
load),  you  must  reduce  the  cargo  and  luggage  on  your  vehicle. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  Storage  precautions 

1  Do  not  place  anything  on  the  package  tray  behind  the  rear  seatback. 
Such  items  may  be  thrown  about  and  possibly  injure  people  in  the 
vehicle  during  sudden  braking  or  in  an  accident. 

1  Do  not  drive  with  objects  on  top  of  the  instrument  panel. 

They  may  interfere  with  the  driver’s  field  of  view  or  move  during  sharp 
acceleration  or  turning,  thus  impairing  the  driver’s  control  of  the  vehi¬ 
cle.  In  an  accident  they  may  injure  the  vehicle  occupants. 

1  Secure  all  items  in  the  occupant  compartment,  as  they  may  shift  and 
injure  someone  during  an  accident  or  sudden  braking. 

n  Weight  of  the  load 

1  Improper  loading  may  cause  deterioration  of  steering  or  braking  con¬ 
trol  resulting  in  an  accident  which  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

1  Do  not  exceed  the  maximum  axle  weight  rating  or  the  total  vehicle 
weight  rating. 

1  Even  if  the  total  load  of  occupant’s  weight  and  the  cargo  load  is  less 
than  the  total  load  capacity,  do  not  apply  the  load  unevenly.  Improper 
loading  may  cause  deterioration  of  steering  or  braking  control  which 
may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 
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Vehicle  load  limits 


Vehicle  load  limits  include  total  load  capacity,  seating  capacity, 
towing  capacity  and  cargo  capacity. 

n  Total  load  capacity:  810  lb.  (365  kg) 

Total  load  capacity  means  the  combined  weight  of  occupants, 
cargo  and  luggage. 

n  Seating  capacity:  5  occupants  (Front  2,  Rear  3) 

Seating  capacity  means  the  maximum  number  of  occupants 
whose  estimated  average  weight  is  150  lb.  (68  kg)  per  person. 

Even  if  the  number  of  occupants  are  within  the  seating  capacity, 
do  not  exceed  the  total  load  capacity. 

n  Towing  capacity 

Toyota  does  not  recommend  towing  a  trailer  with  your  vehicle. 

n  Cargo  capacity 

Cargo  capacity  may  increase  or  decrease  depending  on  the 
weight  and  the  number  of  occupants. 


n  Total  load  capacity  and  seating  capacity 

These  details  are  also  described  on  the  tire  and  loading  information 
label.  (->P.  388) 


A  CAUTION 

n  Overloading  the  vehicle 

Do  not  overload  the  vehicle. 

It  may  not  only  cause  damage  to  the  tires,  but  also  degrade  steering  and 
braking  ability,  resulting  in  an  accident. 
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Winter  driving  tips 


Carry  out  the  necessary  preparations  and  inspections  before  driving 
the  vehicle  in  winter.  Always  drive  the  vehicle  in  a  manner  appropri¬ 
ate  to  the  prevailing  weather  conditions. 

n  Pre-winter  preparations 

1  Use  fluids  that  are  appropriate  to  the  prevailing  outside  tem¬ 
peratures. 

•  Engine  oil 

•  Engine  coolant 

•  Washer  fluid 

1  Have  a  service  technician  inspect  the  level  and  specific  grav¬ 
ity  of  12  volt  battery  electrolyte. 

1  Have  the  vehicle  fitted  with  four  snow  tires  or  purchase  a  set 
of  tire  chains  for  the  front  tires. 

Ensure  that  all  tires  are  the  same  size  and  brand,  and  that  chains 
match  the  size  of  the  tires. 
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n  Before  driving  the  vehicle 

Perform  the  following  according  to  the  driving  conditions. 

1  Do  not  try  to  forcibly  open  a  window  or  move  a  wiper  that  is 
frozen.  Pour  warm  water  over  the  frozen  area  to  melt  the  ice. 
Wipe  away  the  water  immediately  to  prevent  it  from  freezing. 

1  To  ensure  proper  operation  of  the  climate  control  system  fan, 
remove  any  snow  that  has  accumulated  on  the  air  inlet  vents 
in  front  of  the  windshield. 

1  Remove  any  ice  that  has  accumulated  on  the  vehicle  chassis. 

1  Periodically  check  for  and  remove  any  excess  ice  or  snow 
that  may  have  accumulated  in  the  wheel  well  or  on  the 
brakes. 

n  When  driving  the  vehicle 

Accelerate  the  vehicle  slowly  and  drive  at  a  reduced  speed  suit¬ 
able  to  road  conditions. 

n  When  parking  the  vehicle 

Park  the  vehicle  and  Push  the  “P”  position  switch  without  setting 

the  parking  brake.  The  parking  brake  may  freeze  up,  preventing 

it  from  being  released. 
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|  Regulations  on  the  use  of  snow  chains 


1  Regulations  regarding  the  use  of  tire  chains  vary  according  to  loca¬ 
tion  and  type  of  road.  Always  check  local  regulations  before  install¬ 
ing  chains. 
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Use  SAE  Class  “S”  type  radial  tire  chains,  with  the  exception  of 
radial  cable  chains  or  V-bar  type  chains. 

•  Install  the  chains  on  the  front  tires. 

•  Refer  to  the  explanation  that  comes  with  the  tire  chains  for 
installation  instructions. 
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1  Retighten  the  chains  after  driving  1/4  -  1/2  mile  (0.5  -  1 .0  km). 


n  Snow  chain  installation 

Observe  the  following  precautions  when  installing  and  removing  chains. 

1  Install  and  remove  tire  chains  in  a  safe  location. 

1  Install  tire  chains  on  the  front  tires. 

1  Install  tire  chains  following  the  instructions  provided  in  the  accompanying 
instructions. 


A  CAUTION 

n  Driving  with  snow  tires 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  reduce  the  risk  of  accidents. 

Failing  to  do  so  may  result  in  a  loss  of  vehicle  control  and  cause  death  or 
serious  injury. 

1  Use  tires  of  the  size  specified  for  your  vehicle. 

1  Maintain  the  specified  level  of  tire  inflation  pressure. 

1  Do  not  drive  in  excess  of  75  mph  (120  km/h),  regardless  of  the  type  of 
snow  tires  being  used. 

1  Snow  tires  should  be  installed  on  all  wheels. 
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A  CAUTION 

n  Driving  with  snow  chains 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  reduce  the  risk  of  accidents. 

Failing  to  do  so  may  result  in  the  vehicle  being  unable  to  be  driven  safely, 

and  may  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

1  Do  not  drive  in  excess  of  the  speed  limit  specified  for  the  tire  chains  being 
used,  or  30  mph  (50  km/h),  whichever  is  lower. 

1  Avoid  driving  on  bumpy  road  surfaces  or  over  potholes. 

1  Avoid  sudden  turns  and  braking,  as  use  of  chains  may  adversely  affect 
vehicle  handling. 

1  Slow  down  sufficiently  before  entering  a  curve  to  ensure  that  vehicle  con¬ 
trol  is  maintained. 


NOTICE 

n  Repairing  or  replacing  snow  tires 

Request  repairs  of  and  obtain  replacement  snow  tires  from  Toyota  dealers. 
This  is  because  the  removal  and  attachment  of  snow  tires  affects  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  tire  pressure  warning  valves  and  transmitters. 

Fitting  tire  chains 

The  tire  pressure  warning  valves  and  transmitters  may  not  function  correctly 
when  tire  chains  are  fitted. 
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Trailer  towing 


Toyota  does  not  recommend  towing  a  trailer  with  your  vehicle.  Toy¬ 
ota  also  does  not  recommend  the  installation  of  a  tow  hitch  or  the 
use  of  a  tow  hitch  carrier  for  a  wheelchair,  scooter,  bicycle,  etc.  Your 
Toyota  is  not  designed  for  trailer  towing  or  for  the  use  of  tow  hitch 
mounted  carriers. 
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Dinghy  towing 


Your  vehicle  is  not  designed  to  be  dinghy  towed  (with  4  wheels  on 
the  ground)  behind  a  motor  home.

n  To  avoid  serious  damage  to  your  vehicle 

Do  not  tow  your  vehicle  with  four  wheels  on  the  ground.

Cleaning  and  protecting  the  vehicle’s  exterior 


Perform  the  following  to  protect  the  vehicle  and  maintain  it  in  prime 
condition. 

1  Working  from  top  to  bottom,  liberally  apply  water  to  the  vehicle 
body,  wheel  wells  and  underside  of  the  vehicle  to  remove  any 
dirt  and  dust. 

Wash  the  vehicle  body  using  a  sponge  or  soft  cloth,  such  as  a  cham¬ 
ois. 

1  For  hard-to-remove  marks,  use  car  wash  soap  and  rinse  thor¬ 
oughly  with  water. 

1  Wipe  away  any  water. 

1  Wax  the  vehicle  when  the  waterproof  coating  deteriorates. 

If  water  does  not  bead  on  a  clean  surface,  apply  wax  when 
the  vehicle  body  is  cool. 


n  Automatic  carwashes 

1  Fold  the  mirrors  back  before  washing  the  vehicle. 

1  Brushes  used  in  automatic  car  washes  may  scratch  the  vehicle  surface 
and  harm  your  vehicle’s  paint. 

n  High  pressure  automatic  carwashes 

Do  not  allow  the  nozzles  of  the  car  wash  to  come  within  close  proximity  of 
the  windows.  Before  entering  an  automatic  car  wash,  check  that  the  fuel  filler 
door  is  closed. 

n  Aluminum  wheels 

Remove  any  dirt  immediately  by  using  a  neutral  detergent.  Do  not  use  hard 
brushes  or  abrasive  cleaners.  Do  not  use  strong  or  harsh  chemical  cleaners. 
Use  the  same  mild  detergent  and  wax  as  used  on  the  paint. 

n  Bumpers  and  side  moldings 

Do  not  scrub  with  abrasive  cleaners. 
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n  To  prevent  paint  deterioration  and  corrosion  on  the  body 

1  Wash  the  vehicle  immediately  in  the  following  cases: 

•  After  driving  near  the  sea  coast 

•  After  driving  on  salted  roads 

•  If  you  see  coal  tar  or  tree  sap  on  the  paint  surface 

•  If  you  see  dead  insects  or  insect  droppings  on  the  paint 

•  After  driving  in  an  area  contaminated  with  soot,  oily  smoke,  mine  dust, 
iron  powder  or  chemical  substances 

•  If  the  vehicle  becomes  heavily  soiled  in  dust  or  mud 

•  If  liquids  such  as  benzine  and  gasoline  are  spilled  on  the  paint  surface 
1  If  the  paint  is  chipped  or  scratched,  have  it  repaired  immediately. 


A  CAUTION 

n  Caution  about  the  exhaust  pipe 

Exhaust  gasses  cause  the  exhaust  pipe  to  become  quite  hot. 

When  washing  the  vehicle,  be  careful  not  to  touch  the  pipe  until  it  has  cooled 
sufficiently,  as  touching  a  hot  exhaust  pipe  can  cause  burns.

To  protect  your  vehicle’s  painted  surfaces 

Do  not  use  organic  cleaners  such  as  benzine  or  gasoline.

Remove  dirt  and  dust  using  a  vacuum  cleaner.  Wipe  dirty  sur¬ 
faces  with  a  cloth  dampened  with  lukewarm  water. 

n  Cleaning  the  leather  areas 

1  Remove  dirt  and  dust  using  a  vacuum  cleaner. 

1  Wipe  any  excess  dirt  and  dust  with  a  soft  cloth  dampened  with 
diluted  detergent. 

Use  a  diluted  water  solution  of  approximately  5%  neutral  wool  deter¬ 
gent. 

1  Wring  out  any  excess  water  from  the  cloth  and  thoroughly 
wipe  off  all  remaining  traces  of  detergent. 

1  Wipe  the  surface  with  a  dry,  soft  cloth  to  remove  any  remain¬ 
ing  moisture.  Allow  the  leather  to  dry  in  shaded  and  ventilated 
area. 

n  Synthetic  leather  areas 

1  Remove  loose  dirt  using  a  vacuum  cleaner. 

1  Apply  a  mild  soap  solution  to  the  synthetic  leather  using  a 
sponge  or  soft  cloth. 

1  Allow  the  solution  to  soak  in  for  a  few  minutes.  Remove  the 
dirt  and  wipe  off  the  solution  with  a  clean,  damp  cloth. 
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n  Cleaning  the  inside  of  the  rear  window 


Do  not  use  glass  cleaner  to  clean  the  rear  window,  as  this  may  cause  dam¬ 
age  to  the  rear  window  defogger  heater  wires.  Use  a  cloth  dampened  with 
lukewarm  water  to  gently  wipe  the  window  clean.  Wipe  the  window  in 
strokes  running  parallel  to  the  heater  wires. 

n  Caring  for  leather  areas 

Toyota  recommends  cleaning  the  interior  of  the  vehicle  at  least  twice  a  year 
to  maintain  the  quality  of  the  vehicle’s  interior. 


n  Shampooing  the  carpets 

There  are  several  commercial  foaming-type  cleaners  available.  Use  a 
sponge  or  brush  to  apply  the  foam.  Rub  in  overlapping  circles.  Do  not  apply 
water.  The  excellent  results  are  obtained  by  keeping  the  carpet  as  dry  as 
possible. 

n  Seat  belts 


Clean  with  mild  soap  and  lukewarm  water  using  a  cloth  or  sponge.  Also 
check  the  belts  periodically  for  excessive  wear,  fraying  or  cuts. 


A  CAUTION 

n  Water  in  the  vehicle 

1  Be  careful  not  to  splash  or  spill  liquid  on  the  floor. 

1  Do  not  get  any  of  the  SRS  components  or  wiring  in  the  vehicle  interior  wet. 
(h>P.  90) 

Electrical  malfunction  may  cause  the  airbags  to  deploy  or  not  function 
properly,  resulting  in  death  or  serious  injury. 
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A  NOTICE 
n  Cleaning  detergents 

Do  not  use  the  following  types  of  detergent,  as  they  may  discolor  the  vehicle 
interior  or  cause  streaks  or  damage  to  painted  surfaces. 

Non-seat  portions:  Organic  substances  such  as  benzine  or  gasoline,  alka¬ 
line  or  acidic  solutions,  dye,  or  bleach. 

Seats:  Acidic  solutions,  such  as  thinner,  benzine,  or  alcohol. 

n  Preventing  damage  to  leather  surfaces 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  avoid  damage  to  and  deterioration  of 
leather  surfaces. 

Remove  any  dust  or  dirt  on  leather  surfaces  immediately. 

Do  not  expose  the  vehicle  to  direct  sunlight  for  extended  periods  of  time. 
Park  the  vehicle  in  the  shade,  especially  during  summer. 

Do  not  place  items  made  of  vinyl,  plastic,  or  that  contain  wax  on  the  uphol¬ 
stery,  as  they  may  stick  to  the  leather  surface  if  the  vehicle  interior  heats 
up  significantly. 

Water  on  the  floor 

Do  not  wash  the  vehicle  floor  with  water. 

Vehicle  systems  such  as  the  audio  system  may  be  damaged  if  water  comes 
into  contact  with  electrical  components  under  the  floor  of  the  vehicle,  and 
may  also  cause  the  body  to  rust. 

Cleaning  the  inside  of  the  rear  window 

Be  careful  not  to  scratch  or  damage  the  heater  wires  or  antenna. 
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Maintenance  requirements 


To  ensure  safe  and  economical  driving,  day-to-day  care  and  regular 
maintenance  is  essential.

n  Do-it-yourself  maintenance 

You  can  perform  some  maintenance  procedures  yourself. 

Please  be  aware  that  do-it-yourself  maintenance  may  affect  war¬ 
ranty  coverage. 

The  use  of  Toyota  Repair  Manuals  are  recommended. 

For  details  about  warranty  coverage,  see  the  separate  “Owner’s  War¬ 
ranty  Information  Booklet”  or  “Owner’s  Manual  Supplement”. 


n  Repair  and  replacement 

It  is  recommended  that  genuine  Toyota  parts  be  used  for  repair  to  ensure 
performance  of  each  system.  If  non-Toyota  parts  are  used  in  replacement  or 
if  a  repair  shop  other  than  a  Toyota  dealer  performs  repairs,  confirm  the  war¬ 
ranty  coverage. 
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n  Allow  inspection  and  repairs  to  be  performed  by  a  Toyota  dealer 

1  Toyota  technicians  are  well-trained  specialists  and  are  kept  up  to  date 
with  the  latest  service  information.  They  are  well  informed  about  the 
operations  of  all  systems  on  your  vehicle. 

1  Keep  a  copy  of  the  repair  order.  It  proves  that  the  maintenance  that  has 
been  performed  is  under  warranty  coverage.  If  any  problem  should  arise 
while  your  vehicle  is  under  warranty,  your  Toyota  dealer  will  promptly 
take  care  of  it.

4-3.  Do-it-yourself  maintenance 


A  CAUTION 

The  engine  compartment  contains  many  mechanisms  and  fluids  that  may 
move  suddenly,  become  hot,  or  become  electrically  energized.  To  avoid  death 
or  serious  injury. 

n  When  working  on  the  engine  compartment: 

1  Keep  hands,  clothing,  and  tools  away  from  the  moving  fan  and  engine 
drive  belt. 

1  Be  careful  not  to  touch  the  engine,  inverter,  radiator,  exhaust  manifold,  etc. 
right  after  driving  as  they  may  be  hot.  Oil  and  other  fluids  may  also  be  hot. 

1  Do  not  leave  anything  that  may  burn  easily,  such  as  paper  or  rags,  in  the 
engine  compartment. 

1  Do  not  smoke,  cause  sparks  or  expose  an  open  flame  to  fuel  or  the  12  volt 
battery.  Fuel  and  12  volt  battery  fumes  are  flammable. 

1  Be  extremely  cautious  when  working  on  the  12  volt  battery.  It  contains  poi¬ 
sonous  and  corrosive  sulfuric  acid. 

1  Never  touch,  disassemble,  remove  or  replace  the  high  voltage  parts, 
cables  and  their  connectors.  It  can  cause  severe  burns  or  electric  shock 
that  may  result  in  death  or  serious  injury. 

1  When  the  hybrid  system  is  operating  with  the  “READY”  light  on,  the  engine 
may  suddenly  start  in  some  cases.  When  you  inspect  the  engine  compart¬ 
ment,  be  sure  to  turn  off  the  hybrid  system. 

n  When  working  near  the  electric  cooling  fan  or  radiator  grille 

Be  sure  the  “POWER”  switch  is  OFF. 

With  the  “POWER”  switch  in  ON  mode,  the  electric  cooling  fan  may  automat¬ 
ically  start  to  run  if  the  air  conditioning  is  on  and/or  the  coolant  temperature 

is  high.  (h>P.  373) 

n  Safety  glasses 

Wear  safety  glasses  to  prevent  flying  or  falling  material,  fluid  spray,  etc.  from 

getting  in  the  eyes. 
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A  NOTICE 

If  you  remove  the  air  cleaner  filter 

Driving  with  the  air  cleaner  filter  removed  may  cause  excessive  engine  wear 
due  to  dirt  in  the  air.

1  When  judging  the  amount  of  oil  consumption,  keep  in  mind  that  the  oil 
may  have  become  diluted,  making  it  difficult  to  judge  the  true  level  accu¬ 
rately. 

1  Oil  consumption:  Max.  1.1  qt./600  miles,  0.9  Imp.  qt./600  miles  (1.0  L  per

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n  How  to  initialize  the  tire  pressure  warning  system 

SHU]  Park  the  vehicle  in  safe  place  and  turn  the  “POWER”  switch  to 
OFF  mode. 

While  the  vehicle  is  moving,  initialization  is  not  performed. 

EmU  Adjust  the  tire  inflation  pressure  to  the  specified  cold  tire  infla¬ 
tion  pressure  level.  (-»P.  470) 

Make  sure  to  adjust  the  tire  pressure  to  the  specified  cold  tire 
inflation  pressure  level.  The  tire  pressure  warning  system  will 
operate  based  on  this  pressure  level.

1  A  tire  goes  flat  repeatedly  or  cannot  be  properly  repaired  due  to  the 
size  or  location  of  a  cut  or  other  damage 

If  you  are  not  sure,  consult  with  your  Toyota  dealer. 

n  Replacing  tires  and  wheels 

If  the  ID  code  of  the  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and  transmitter  is  not 
registered,  the  tire  pressure  warning  system  will  not  work  properly.  After 
about  20  minutes,  the  tire  pressure  warning  light  blinks  (comes  on  after 
blinking  for  1  minute)  to  indicate  a  system  malfunction. 

n  Tire  life 

Any  tire  over  6  years  old  must  be  checked  by  a  qualified  technician  even 
if  they  have  seldom  or  never  been  used  or  damage  is  not  obvious. 

n  If  the  tread  wears  down  below  0.1 6  in.  (4  mm)  on  snow  tires 

The  effectiveness  of  snow  tires  is  lost. 

n  Maximum  load  of  tire 

Check  that  the  maximum  load  of  the  replaced  tire  is  greater  than  1/2  of 
the  Gross  Axle  Weight  Ratings  (GAWR)  of  either  the  front  axle  or  the 
rear  axle,  whichever  is  greater. 

As  for  the  maximum  load  of  the  tire,  see  the  load  limit  at  maximum  cold 
tire  inflation  pressure  mentioned  on  the  sidewall  of  the  tire,  and  as  for  the 
Gross  Axle  Weight  Ratings  (GAWR),  see  the  Certification  Label.

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n  Tire  types 

1  Summer  tires 


Summer  tires  are  high-speed  performance  tires  best  suited  to  highway 
driving  under  dry  conditions.  Since  summer  tires  do  not  have  the  same 
traction  performance  as  snow  tires,  summer  tires  are  inadequate  for 
driving  on  snow-covered  or  icy  roads.  For  driving  on  snow-covered 
roads  or  icy  roads,  the  use  of  snow  tires  is  recommended.  When 
installing  snow  tires,  be  sure  to  replace  all  four  tires. 

2  All  season  tires 


All  season  tires  are  designed  to  provide  better  traction  in  snow  and  to 
be  adequate  for  driving  in  most  winter  conditions,  as  well  as  for  use 
year  round.  All  season  tires,  however,  do  not  have  adequate  traction 
performance  compared  with  snow  tires  in  heavy  or  loose  snow.  Also, 
all  season  tires  fall  short  in  acceleration  and  handling  performance 
compared  with  summer  tires  in  highway  driving. 


3  Snow  tires 

For  driving  on  snow-covered  roads  or  icy  roads,  we  recommend  using 
snow  tires.  If  you  need  snow  tires,  select  tires  of  the  same  size,  con¬ 
struction  and  load  capacity  as  the  originally  installed  tires.  Since  your 
vehicle  has  radial  tires  as  original  equipment,  make  sure  your  snow 
tires  also  have  radial  construction.  Do  not  install  studded  tires  without 
first  checking  local  regulations  for  possible  restriction.  Snow  tires 
should  be  installed  on  all  wheels.  (-»P  177) 


n  Initializing  the  tire  pressure  warning  system 

Initialize  the  tires  with  the  tire  inflation  pressure  adjusted  to  the  specified 
level. 
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n  If  you  push  the  tire  pressure  reset  switch  accidentally 

If  initialization  is  performed,  adjust  the  tire  inflation  pressure  to  the  speci¬ 
fied  level  and  initialize  the  system  again. 

n  When  the  initialization  of  the  tire  pressure  warning  system  has 
failed 

Initialization  can  be  completed  in  a  few  minutes.  However,  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  cases,  the  settings  have  not  been  recorded  and  the  system  will  not 
operate  properly.  If  repeated  attempts  to  record  tire  inflation  pressure 
settings  are  unsuccessful,  have  the  vehicle  inspected  by  your  Toyota 
dealer. 

1  When  operating  the  tire  pressure  warning  reset  switch,  the  warning 
light  does  not  flash  (The  tires  cannot  be  initializes  whiled  the  vehicle 
is  moving.). 

1  After  driving  for  a  certain  period  of  time  since  the  initialization  has 
been  completed,  the  warning  light  flashes. 

n  Routine  tire  inflation  pressure  checks 

The  tire  pressure  warning  system  does  not  replace  routine  tire  inflation 
pressure  checks.  Make  sure  to  check  tire  inflation  pressure  as  part  of 
your  routine  of  daily  vehicle  checks. 
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n  Tire  pressure  warning  system  certification

Driving  with  incorrect  tire  inflation  pressure  may  result  in  the  following: 

1  Reduced  fuel  efficiency 

1  Reduced  driving  comfort  and  tire  life 

1  Reduced  safety 

1  Damage  to  the  drive  train 

If  a  tire  needs  frequent  refilling,  have  it  checked  by  your  Toyota  dealer. 

n  Instructions  for  checking  tire  inflation  pressure 

When  checking  tire  inflation  pressure,  observe  the  following: 

1  Check  only  when  the  tires  are  cold. 

If  your  vehicle  has  been  parked  for  at  least  3  hours  and  has  not  been 
driven  for  more  than  1  mile  or  1.5  km,  you  will  get  an  accurate  cold 
tire  inflation  pressure  reading. 

1  Always  use  a  tire  pressure  gauge. 

The  appearance  of  the  tire  can  be  misleading.  In  addition,  tire  infla¬ 
tion  pressures  that  are  even  just  a  few  pounds  off  can  degrade  ride 
and  handling.

1  Contact  your  Toyota  dealer  before  replacing  high-intensity  discharge 
headlights  (including  light  bulbs). 

1  Do  not  touch  the  high-intensity  discharge  headlight’s  high  voltage  socket 
when  the  headlights  are  turned  on.

1  Driver’s  seat  position 
1  SRS  airbag  deployment  data 
1  SRS  airbag  system  diagnostic  data 
1  Front  passenger’s  occupant  classification 

The  information  above  is  intended  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  vehicle  safety  performance.  Unlike  general  data  recorders, 
the  EDR  does  not  record  sound  data  such  as  conversation  between 
passengers.

Each  tire,  including  the  spare  (if  provided),  should  be  checked  monthly 
when  cold  and  inflated  to  the  inflation  pressure  recommended  by  the 
vehicle  manufacturer  on  the  vehicle  placard  or  tire  inflation  pressure 
label  (tire  and  load  information  label).  (If  your  vehicle  has  tires  of  a  differ¬ 
ent  size  than  the  size  indicated  on  the  vehicle  placard  or  tire  inflation 
pressure  label  [tire  and  load  information  label],  you  should  determine  the 
proper  tire  inflation  pressure  for  those  tires.) 

As  an  added  safety  feature,  your  vehicle  has  been  equipped  with  a  tire 
pressure  monitoring  system  (TPMS-tire  pressure  warning  system)  that 
illuminates  a  low  tire  pressure  telltale  (tire  pressure  warning  light)  when 
one  or  more  of  your  tires  is  significantly  under-inflated.  Accordingly, 
when  the  low  tire  pressure  telltale  (tire  pressure  warning  light)  illumi¬ 
nates,  you  should  stop  and  check  your  tires  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
inflate  them  to  the  proper  pressure.  Driving  on  a  significantly  under¬ 
inflated  tire  causes  the  tire  to  overheat  and  can  lead  to  tire  failure. 
Under-inflation  also  reduces  fuel  efficiency  and  tire  tread  life,  and  may 
affect  the  vehicle’s  handling  and  stopping  ability. 

Please  note  that  the  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  is  not  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  proper  tire  maintenance,  and  it  is  the  driver’s  responsibility  to 
maintain  correct  tire  pressure,  even  if  under-inflation  has  not  reached  the 
level  to  trigger  illumination  of  the  TPMS  low  tire  pressure  telltale  (tire 
pressure  warning  light). 
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A  CAUTION 

Your  vehicle  has  also  been  equipped  with  a  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning 
system)  malfunction  indicator  to  indicate  when  the  system  is  not  operat¬ 
ing  properly.  The  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  malfunction  indi¬ 
cator  is  combined  with  the  low  tire  pressure  telltale  (tire  pressure 
warning  light). 

When  the  system  detects  a  malfunction,  the  telltale  will  flash  for  approxi¬ 
mately  one  minute  and  then  remain  continuously  illuminated.  This 
sequence  will  continue  upon  subsequent  vehicle  start-ups  as  long  as  the 
malfunction  exists.  When  the  malfunction  indicator  is  illuminated,  the 
system  may  not  be  able  to  detect  or  signal  low  tire  pressure  as  intended. 

TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  malfunctions  may  occur  for  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  reasons,  including  the  installation  of  replacement  or  alternate  tires 
or  wheels  on  the  vehicle  that  prevent  the  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning 
system)  from  functioning  properly.  Always  check  the  TPMS  (tire  pres¬ 
sure  warning  system)  malfunction  telltale  after  replacing  one  or  more 
tires  or  wheels  on  your  vehicle  to  ensure  that  the  replacement  or  alter¬ 
nate  tires  and  wheels  allow  the  TPMS  (tire  pressure  warning  system)  to 
continue  to  function  properly.

When  tread  wear  indicators  appear  on  the  tire, 
replace  the  tire.  (->P.  379) 

n  When  using  the  compact  spare  tire 

As  the  spare  tire  is  not  equipped  with  the  tire  pressure  warning  valve  and 
transmitter,  low  inflation  pressure  of  the  spare  tire  will  not  be  warned. 
Also,  if  you  replace  the  compact  spare  tire  after  the  tire  pressure  warning 
light  comes  on,  the  light  remains  on.

The  interior  lights  and  headlights  are  dim,  or  the  horn  does

1  The  12  volt  battery  may  be  discharged.  (-»P.  451) 

1  The  12  volt  battery  terminal  connections  may  be  loose  or  cor¬ 
roded. 

The  interior  lights  and  headlights  do  not  turn  on,  or  the  horn 
does  not  sound 

One  of  the  following  may  be  the  cause  of  the  problem. 

1  One  or  both  of  the  12  volt  battery  terminals  may  be  discon¬ 
nected. 

1  The  12  volt  battery  may  be  discharged.  (-»P.  451) 

Contact  your  Toyota  dealer  if  the  problem  cannot  be  repaired, 
or  if  repair  procedures  are  unknown. 
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If  you  lose  your  keys 


New  genuine  Toyota  keys  can  be  made  by  your  Toyota  dealer  using 
master  key  and  the  key  number  stamped  on  your  key  number  plate. 
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If  the  electronic  key  does  not  operate  properly 


If  the  electronic  key  12  volt  battery  is  discharged,  the  doors  can  be 
opened  by  the  mechanical  key.

A  CAUTION 

n  Avoiding  12  volt  battery  fires  or  explosions 

Observe  the  following  precautions  to  prevent  accidentally  igniting  the  flam¬ 
mable  gas  that  may  be  emitted  from  the  12  volt  battery. 

1  Make  sure  the  jumper  cable  is  connected  to  the  correct  terminal  and  that  it 
is  not  unintentionally  in  contact  with  any  part  other  than  the  intended  termi¬ 
nal. 

1  Do  not  allow  the  jumper  cables  to  come  into  contact  with  the  “+”  and  ter¬ 
minals. 

1  Do  not  allow  open  flame  or  use  matches,  cigarette  lighters  or  smoke  near 
the  12  volt  battery. 

n  12  volt  battery  precautions 

The  12  volt  battery  contains  poisonous  and  corrosive  acidic  electrolyte,  while 

related  parts  contain  lead  and  lead  compounds.  Observe  the  following  pre¬ 
cautions  when  handling  the  12  volt  battery: 

1  When  working  with  the  12  volt  battery,  always  wear  safety  glasses  and 
take  care  not  to  allow  any  battery  fluids  (acid)  to  come  into  contact  with 
skin,  clothing  or  the  vehicle  body.

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A  NOTICE 

To  prevent  damaging  the  vehicle 

1  Do  not  pull-  or  push-start  the  vehicle,  because  the  three-way  catalytic  con¬ 
verter  may  overheat  and  become  a  fire  hazard. 

1  The  exclusive  jump  starting  terminal  is  to  be  used  when  charging  the  12 
volt  battery  from  another  vehicle  in  an  emergency.  It  cannot  be  used  to 
jump  start  another  vehicle. 

When  handling  jumper  cables 

Be  careful  that  the  jumper  cables  do  not  become  tangled  in  the  cooling  fan

Stop  the  engine  and  carefully  lift  the  hood. 

If  you  do  not  see  steam: 

Leave  the  engine  running  and  carefully  lift  the  hood. 

SEE  Remove  the  engine  compartment  cover.  (->P.  365) 

SE30 Check  to  see  if  the  cooling  fan  is  operating. 

If  the  fan  is  operating: 

Wait  until  the  engine  coolant  temperature  gauge  begins  to 
fall  and  then  stop  the  engine. 

If  the  fan  is  not  operating: 

Stop  the  hybrid  system  immediately  and  call  your  local  Toy¬ 
ota  dealer.

For  example:  Treadwear  200  Traction  AA  Temperature  A 
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n  Tread  wear 

The  treadwear  grade  is  a  comparative  rating  based  on  the  wear 
rate  of  the  tire  when  tested  under  controlled  conditions  on  a  speci¬ 
fied  government  test  course. 

For  example,  a  tire  graded  150  would  wear  one  and  a  half  (1  -  1/2) 
times  as  well  on  the  government  course  as  a  tire  graded  100. 

The  relative  performance  of  tires  depends  upon  the  actual  conditions 
of  their  use,  however,  and  may  depart  significantly  from  the  norm  due 
to  variations  in  driving  habits,  service  practices  and  differences  in 
road  characteristics  and  climate. 

n  Traction  AA,  A,  B,  C 

The  traction  grades,  from  highest  to  lowest,  are  AA,  A,  B  and  C, 
and  they  represent  the  tire’s  ability  to  stop  on  wet  pavement  as 
measured  under  controlled  conditions  on  specified  government 
test  surfaces  of  asphalt  and  concrete. 

A  tire  marked  C  may  have  poor  traction  performance. 

Warning:  The  traction  grade  assigned  to  this  tire  is  based  on  braking 
(straight  ahead)  traction  tests  and  does  not  include  cornering  (turn¬ 
ing)  traction. 

n  Temperature  A,  B,  C 

The  temperature  grades  are  A  (the  highest),  B,  and  C,  represent¬ 
ing  the  tire’s  resistance  to  the  generation  of  heat  and  its  ability  to 
dissipate  heat  when  tested  under  controlled  conditions  on  a  speci¬ 
fied  indoor  laboratory  test  wheel. 

Sustained  high  temperature  can  cause  the  material  of  the  tire  to 
degenerate  and  reduce  tire  life,  and  excessive  temperature  can  lead 
to  sudden  tire  failure. 

The  grade  C  corresponds  to  a  level  of  performance  which  all  passen¬ 
ger  car  tires  must  meet  under  the  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Stan¬ 
dard  No.  109. 

Grades  B  and  A  represent  higher  levels  of  performance  on  the  labo¬ 
ratory  test  wheel  than  the  minimum  required  by  law.
